to disturb the victim and unnerve 
the voluntary aids. 


Foel the pulse at the wrist and 


observe the movements of the chest 
wall showing the breathing. 
If 
heart and lungs are doing their 
duty, you may proceed more delib- 
erately. 


Make sure that no serious bleed- 


ing is taking place. If the victim 
is vomiting or bleeding from nose 
to mouth, turn the body and head 
so that the blood or vomited ma- 
terial will not find its way into the 
windpipe and drown tne unconscious 
victim. Because of the same dan- 
ger, fluid, like water or whiskey, 
should not be given an unconscious 
person. 


It is more important to ascertain 


all these things than it is to make 
immediate effort to promote com- 
fort by his removal to a bed or the 
placing of pillows or substitutes for 
pillows. The thing you are endeav- 
oring to do is to find out what is 
wrong and. if possible, to determine 
the seriousness of the -trouble. 


You want this information for two 


reasons—to help you to_decide your 
own course and, particularly, to get 
all the possible facts for the doctor 
who is to be sent for at once. 


You must select for your assistant 


an alert, cool-headed person to 
the message to the doctor 
In as 


few words as possible, tell this mes- 
senger what to say to the doctor, 
something about the condition of the 
patient a.nd the nature of his in- 
juries. This will guide him in se- 
lecting the drugs, instruments and 
appliances he may need to bring 
with lu.-n.

UNTING Grover Cleveland Bergdoll seems to have 


appealed to a sprinkling of our active young men as 


a new form of sport. The latest attempt to capture him 
proved that the pursuit has its peril. The pursued killed 
one of those who sought him, and captured another; A 
man well armed, sheltered in a foreign country and 
wholly free of conscientious scruples against shooting 
Americans is not easily captured. 
A hard quest may lure venturesome young men. 


The chance of catching Bergdoll, that last unconquered 
opponent of the United States, and of bringing him 
home alive and kicking, for punishment m the country 
that bore him. may seem to combine merit and fame with 
the delights of the chase. Any one can take six months 
and a few thousand dollars and go and get the skins of 
polar bear or Manchurian tiger; but the hunt for Berg- 
doll surpasses in difficulty in that it must be bloodless. 
His skin must return to the United States intact if at all, 
with his soul inside it. 
A pursuit that so tempts young men will quite prob- 


ably keep on. Bergdoll, but for his offense against his 
country and his offensive way of committing it, would 
deserve sympathy. It must wear on one to have con- 
stantly to keep on the watch for Americans during the 
long European summer, to look for an American under 
the bed, to scurry into the bushes when an American car 
comes up the road. 
As for the Bergdoll hunters, they could be better 


employed. 
The real hunt is for the conditions that pro- 


duced such an offender as he. 


One Hope For Germany 


T*HERE are many who believe that if all the nations in 
jJL the world had canceled their obligations to each 
other in 1918, and had bade each other good luck and 
best, wishes for a prosperous career, it might not have 
taken so very long to repair the damages of the great 
war. If the German people, and the Russians and French 
and Italians and Austrians and English and every other 
nation had no job but to go ahead and build, the world 
today would be on the road to happiness and prosperity. 


But there were rulers in the various countries; in 


England they wanted "Germany to pay to the last farth- 
ing"; in France they wanted "revanche"; in Germany 
they brooded over defeat and planned a royalist restora- 
tion.Better counsels now prevail in the highest places in 
England, largely thru the great humanitarian work of 
the Labor party that has made the Baldwin government 
disregard the voice of Lord Curzon and take a more de- 
cent stand. But in France the bitterest reaction sits in 
the saddle and asks for the last drop of blood, asking 
that Germany work, not to rebuild but to pay for the 
madness and folly of the rulers of both countries. 


But while Poincare, speaking for the French bankers 


and industrials, insists upon the last centime, there is an 
active minority in France that calls for a policy of de- 
cency and tolerance of human beings. 


And there is a vast minority in England that de- 


mands the treatment of nations as aggregations of hu- 
man beings, not as personified culprits. There are simi- 
lar great minorities in Belgium and Austria and every 
other country. The great masses in Germany that hold 
out for humanity rather than national jealousies are be- 
ing hammered and weakened by those who point to 
Poincare and demand national action along the lines of 
the old, cheap national "honor." 


There is no hope for Germany and for the world 


except in the victory of popular governments in all 
countries that will think of human beings, and not of 
shylock's claims and terms of harah treaties drafted 
along the lines of the old predatory diplomacy.
